BEFORE ELECTROCUTION 


Wanted to Stand Right Before God and 


Man and Acknowledged Guilt of 


Crime With Which He 


Was Charged 


YOUNG VIRGiMAN PAKS PENALTY WITH HIS LIFE 


Electric Current Turned on at 7;23 This Morning and 


He Was Pronounced Dead One Minute After- 


wards—Nerve Was Not Shaken During 


the Trying Ordeal—Cannot be 


Buried in Same Cemetery

Beattie, Jr , was executed today -was 
one of the most sensational in 
the 


criminal history of Virginia. Interest 
in the murder was country-wide ow- 
ing to its unusual features and the 
swift, movement of justice 


Onv the night of July 18 last, Beat- 


tie drove his automobile into Rich- 
mond, carrying with him the body of 
Ms wife which 
had a gaping 
shot 


gun wound in the head. 
He declared 


that a tall bearded man had accosted 
tiini on the Midlothian turnpike, five 
miles from Richmond, and when he 
liad requested the man to make room 
for him in the 
road 
the 
snanger 


without warning had flrecr 
tne 
shot 


which killed Mrs. Beattie. He added 
that he had grappled with 
the man 


but was overpowered and 
that 
the 


murderer had fled leaving the gun be- 
hind. This story of the crime 
was 


maintained by Beattie to the end. 


For a brief time Beattie's story was 


given some degree of credence, 
but 


within a day or two suspicion began 
to point to him and "he was kept under 
the closest surveillance. Bloodhounds, 
taken to the scene ot the crime, re- 
fused to leave the 
place, 
circling 


around the bloodspot on the load 


Beattie, it evidently transpired, had 


thrown the shotgun into the tonneau 
of his automobile after the shooting 
but in passing over 
some 
railroad 


tracks not far from the scene it had 
been jolted out and was 
picked up 


later by a negress. 
This gun, which 


Beattie alleged had belonged to the 
mysterious highwayman, proved 
the 


means of sending the young man to 
the electiic chair. 


At the coroner's inquest the weapon 


was identified by Paul Beattie, a sec- 
ond cousin of young Henry, as 
the 


weapon he had purchased ior Henry 
with money furnished by the latter 
Beattie was arrested immediately aft- 
er the inquest. This was on July 21, 
and on August 19, one month and a 
day from the time of the murder, tho 
trial was begun before Judge AValter 
A Watson, in the picturesque litlle 
Chesterfield county court house,

miles from heie. 


The jui v was made up almost en- 


tirely of farmers, and

clared Beattie to be guilty of the mur- 
der of his wife 
Motion for a new 


trial was denied and November 21 set 
as the day for the execution.

grant an appeal on a writ of error, 
and two days later Goveinor Mann, 
who had been appealed to 
for com- 


mutation or reprieve, issued a state-

the Witness Stand 


SEIF DEFENSE CLAIMED 


States She Did Not Shoot Until 


After Husband Had Knocked 


Her Down. 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 24 —Mrs. Ger- 


trude Patterson went on the stand 
yesterday afternoon as t'he first wit- 
ness in her own behalf and told the 
jury of her life with Charles A. Pat- 
teison.who she is charged with mur- 
dering. 
She testified that she s'hot 
him after he had knocked her down 
and kicked her. 


Mrs. 
Patterson also told of 
the 
trip she made to Paris with 
Emil 
Strouss, 
the 
millionaire 
Chicago 
clothier. 
Her 
testimony 
followed 


closely the stories she has related 
of the incident in her life with Pat- 
terson. 


The state rested its ease last ev- 
ening after examining several 
po- 
lice officers, physicians and others 
who were present immediately after 
the shooting and saw the dead man. 
and t'he defendant before they had 
been removed from the scene of the 
tragedy. 


Mr. Hilton, for the defense, in his 


opening address to 
the jury, said 
they would hear the full story of 
Mrs Patterson's life with Strouss, 
of Patterson's sale of her to Strouss, 
and other cruelties of such a nature 
that they would prove Patterson a 
degenerate of 
the most abnormal, 
vicious type, whose revolting con- 
duct inflicted not only mental 
an- 
guish but dangerous injury 
upon 


his wife. 


Counsel said that 
the defense's 
sole reliance would be upon its plea 
of self-defense, and promised to pro- 
duce an 
eye-witness who would 
swear that Mrs. Patterson did 
not 


fire a shot 
until 
after 
Patterson, 
knocked her down. 


Mrs. 
Patterson said she married 
Charles A. Patterson Oct. 1, 1908, at 
•Carmel-by-the-Sea, Cal. 
"Where did you go after 
your 
marriage?" asked Mr. Hilton. 
"To Chicago." 
"Did you and your husband go to 
keeping house?" 


"We lived at the Lakota Hotel 
one week, then moved into an apart- 
ment house, which I furnished at a 
cost of $800 
I paid the rent." 


"How 
did he treat you during the 


month following your marriage?" 
"During the month of November 


he borrowed money 
of 
me 
and 
drank constantly. He said he didn't 
care what I did if I got money and 
gave it to him 
He wanted me to 


go to 'G-eorge's place,' on the levee " 


Mrs. 
Patterson said her husband 


wanted her to make a pioposition to 
Strouss, by which Patterson 
could 
get money. When she refused Pat- 
terson beat her 
"I was in bed two 


days," she said. 
"Did you see Mr Strouss in De- 


cember?" asked the lawyer. 


"No. 
In January I met him on 
the street." 
"What did you say to him?" 
"I told him my trouble. He said 


he was going to Europe; that lie 
pitied me and wished he could take 
me. 
I told Mr. Patterson what ho 


said, when he asked me why I did 
not see Stiouss and get some mon- 
ey 
He said: 'Tell him you can go 


with him if he gives me the cash— 
about $1500 ' 
I said I could 
not 
make 
that 
proposition 
to 
Mr. 


Strouss. 
Then he called 
me vile 
names." 
"What else did he do?" 
"He tried to throw me into the 


m-ate fire at 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing.""When did you next see Strouss?" 


"I saw him at lunch shortly after 
and told him what Mr. _Patterson 
had said. He gave me $1500 and I 
gave it to Mr Patterson." 
She said Patterson took her 
to 


the tram for New York and she met 
Strousb when she went on board the 
sliip there. Strouss asked her for a

DR. e. W. WSLEY 


TOLD OF EFFECT 


OF PURE FOOD ACT 


<By Associated Press.) 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 24.—"Tlic ef-- 


fe.cts -of the pure food and drugs act 
have been most salutary," declared Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley, 'chief chemist of the 
Department 
-of Agriculture,' principal 


advocate of that measure in an address 
•before the American Academy of Po- 
litical and Social 
Science 
here last 


night. 
I 


. "Not only has it inspired a new code 


of-.-ethics in the trade of pure foods," 
continued Dr. Wiley, "but it has made 
it possible for honest dealers to, con- 
duct 
a_ business wiithout the 
ruinous 


competition 
of adulterators and' 
de- 


basers." 


The theme of Dr. Wiley's address was 


the pure food and drugs act which he 
strived for many years to have enacted 
by Congress. He told of how the "spe- 
cial interests" got together and blocked 
the enactment of the bill, which some- 
times passed one house of Congress 
only to be killed in the other. Friends 
•of the legislation, he declared, 
had 


waited for the education of a public 
opinion which 
would 
emphasise so 


strongly the necessity for its passage ' 
that even its opponents could no longer 
obsitruct. 


"This great fight," he said, "went 


on for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury before the passage of the act of 
June 30, 1906 " 


Dr. Wiley epitomized the result that 


the pure food and drugs act has had 
on 'the business world 
The unethical 


spirit of commerce in foods and drugs, 
he-^asserted, had been wholly reformed 
and the character of foods and drugs 
offered for consumption had been im- 
mensely 
improved. 


"These effects have extended not only 


to foods and drugs," he averred, "but 
to correlated business 
interests and 


now the people are crying for enact- 
ment of 'pure -food' laws for all forms 
of merchandise. 
The hope is not idle 


tl«U 'ere many years all forms of busi- 
ness will iie controlled by the ethical 
spirit which animates 
the food and 


drugs act." 


Dr. Wiley opened his address with 


the assertion that the primary 
cause 


of the pure food law was the cupidity 
of commerce. 


"The keen competition of trade," he 


said, "led men. to .debase the wares 
which they hoped to sell at the price 
of the genuine 
article. 
IT they did 


not debase the genuine article they 
made an imitation of it which they 
offered under the name of the genuine 
article. 
If they did neither they mis- 


represented the qualities of the ar- 
ticle, ascribing 
to it 
virtues o£ all 


kinds which it did not possess." 


A symposium of methods which wore 


•used by these adulterators was then 
given by Dr. Wiley. 


He said tlie makers of these goods 


wore not prejudiced against humanity, 
or bear any enmity to man as an ani- 
mal, 


"The conscience of the people," he 


declared, "was seared as with a hot 
iron and these practices were boldly 
conducted 
by men who 
would have 


spurned any imputation of dishonesty 
or crooked dealing and yet every one 
of them 
was getting money under 


false pretenses and was as much a 
thlot as if ho had gone upon the high- 
way in the good old-fnshioiiod Robin 
Hood manner. 
These 
then 
were the 


evils to me corrected. 


"The fight for pure food was a fight 


against-the communism of greed. 
All 


the .interests vstood 
together. 
They 


felt that if one was sacrificed all might 
go, henoe every moment which was 
made to correct this condition of affairs 
by legislation was met with 'the united 
nml thoroughly controlled lobby rep- 
resenting 
the inlorests 
oC every de- 


scription wihich were, thriving on the 
sale of 'adulterated and misbranded 
foods and drugs. 
These interests did 


not fight in the open except on rare 
occasions. 
They tried to conceal their 


'identity and their purpose, and usually 
appeared as friends of pure food and 
drug leg-islatio.n and thus urged certain 
amendments 
or 
verbiage, 
which 
if 


adopted would have let out the offend- 
ers one and all. 


"If they could not succeed in this 


they brought substitute bills with a 
show.of honesty and yet full of flaws 
favorable to corrupt practices. 
They 


never for a moment ceased their ac- 
tive -opposition and to the legislator 
who did not look under 
the surface, 


their 
argun^nts 
seemed 
somewhat 


plausible and were for many years ef- 
fective."

James B. 


Wood, superintendent of the prison, ' 
it he had anything to say betore the 
sentence of the law was carried out, 
he said:

superintendent. 
He kept 
his 


word. 
Beattie 
passed a 
fairly 
peaceful 


night although his sleep was broken. 
When he arose 
this morning 
he 


dressed with his usual care and ate 
sparingly. 
He did not appear either 
nervous or apprehensive, although he 
was incessantly under the eves of his 
guards who had redoubled their vigil- 
ance in the final moments so that the 
law might not be cheated. 
During the reading of the 
death 


warrant, he swayed, but so imper- 
ceptibly that he might 
have 
been 


shifting his weight from one foot to 
the other. When the deputy wardens 
fell in on either side of him he bow- 
ed his head a moment. 
"I am ready, gentlemen," he said 


simply and the death march was be- 
gun. 
Just before 
Superintendent Wood 
and his men appeared Rev. Dr. Fix 
knelt in prayer with the condemned 
man. 
He prayed for divine forgive- 


ness for him. 
In a torrential 
downpour of rain 
the twelve witnesses to the execution 
toiled through the 
murky dawn up 


the hill from which the penitentiary 
looks down upon the city. They were 
quickly marshaled 
and conducted, 


single file through gates of steel bars 
to the chamber where Beattie was to 
offer his atonement. 
There 
was no 
conversation. 
Within the chamber 
all was in 
readiness. The chair, a solid struc- 
ture of oak, would ordinarily have 
appeared like 
the 
chairs seen in 
scores of libraries 
throughout, the 
land. 
In the somberly bare cham- 
ber, however, it was sinister. Straps 
dangled from its arms and back, and 
shining steel clamps appeared in the 
light of the electrics like tentacles 
outstretched to clasp a victim. 
The witnesses were- seated, six 


abreast in an angle -'.of the 
room. 


They shuffled their feet uneasily and 
when one leaned, forward to speak 
to another his actiqn was received 
with frowns. Major Woods, with two 
.deputies, addressed-* the witnesses, 
going through some "small formality 
demanded by the law. 
In tae death chamber the voice of 


the warden could D6 plainly heard 
reading to the doomed man the final 
summons. 
s 


The warden's voice droned on, it 


seemed to the witnesses, intermina- 
bly. In reality -the compliance witft 
law occupied only a brief moment. 
Then, with Beattie 
between them, 


the deputy wardens began their pro- 
gress to the chair only a few feet 
away. 
When the procession, followed by 


Superintendent Woods started, a sig- 
nal was given which 
plunged the 


death chamber into blackness save 
for a single light immediately over 
the chair. This was so hooded that 
it outlined the chair in a circle ol 
blazing light so intense that the re- 
mainder of the room seemed in utter 
darkness; The witnesses scarce could 
see each' -other. 
The prisoner saw 


nothing but the chair. 


There was no delay in preparing for 


the end. 
Beattie took his place, the 
prison surgeon and the electricians 
adjusted 
the 
straps, a half dozen 


clamps were 
quickly thrown into 


place and snapped. The cap, resemb- 
ling a leather football head harness, 
was adjusted and the men stepped 
back. 
The warden raised his hand. 
Instantly Beattie's 
body 
stiffened 


with such violence that the straps 
creaked with the strains, the clamps 
rattled as though they were casta- 
nets in the hands of death and then 
that which once had 
been 
Henry 


Clay Beattie, jr., relaxed. 
It was just 7:23 a. m. whejn. th© 


shock was applied. One minute later 
Beattie was dead. 
The surgeon 
had gone forward 


and with a stethoscope had listened 
for another faint beating of the heart 
that less than sixty seconds before 
had lived. He steppeu back. 
"fie is dead."

' The witnesses filed out. One or 


two were ghastly pale as they step- 
ped into the early morning light. 


Carriages were waiting for the wit- 
nesses and they were driven rapidly 
away. 
The identity of but a few was 


known. 


After the legal formalities Jiad

' es had gone, the body of Beattie was 
i removed from the chair and taken to 
the room adjoining. 
Here

laid to await the coming of the cor- 
oner, who arrived shortly afterward. 


The Rev. Dr. Fix remained as the 


sole watcher. 
All preparations had 


been made for the removal of the 
body. 
The elder Beattie last night 
sent to the undertaker the brown suit 
which his son had worn

when the jury declared his guilt In 
this the body was clad for burial.
